YOUR HEALTH

CARBON MONOXIDE poisoning is 


becoming a greater hazard in this auto- 
mobile age. Many accidental deaths »re 
reported every year due to this treacher- 
ous type of poisoning. 


Carbon monoxide gas ij always pre- 


sent in the exhaust from 
automobile 


engines; therefore, a car should never 
be mn in"a closed garage. 


Large garages, repair shops and the 


clai«ed buildings where gasoline engines 
are run, should have efficient mechanical 
ventilation systems to carry poisonous 
fumes outside. 


It is also dangerous io stay in a 


parked car with the engine running, as 
is often done on cold days. From time tn 
time people have been found deid in 
parked cars because the whaust fumes 
leaked into the car. 


• Carbon monoxide poisoning may also 


b« caused by faulty heating equipment. 
Ill-fitting pipes, clogged chimneys or im- 
proper dampers thit permit escape of 
the carbon monoxide fumes »re nil 
threats to life. 


All gas water heaters should he 


vented to the outside, and safety devices 
provided for the automatic type of heit- 
er* so the gas supply is automatically 
turned off when the pilot light is out. 


If carbon monoxide poisoning does 


occur, the person" usually sinks into A 
deep sleep or com*. The skin turns a 
cherry red. The victim »ufferi from a 
lick of oxygen,
